ways are close at hand, 
Jt is estitnated that 2,000 
deaths a year dn the United 


, Btates are caused by clothing 


catching fire, and oprobably 
another 300,000 persons an- 
nually are burned severely en- 
ough from clothing aflame to 
require medical attention. 
Light weight, filmy ganments 
are partiadarly susceptible ‘to 
quick burning. 

When eimai catches fire 
the moat important factor is 
not fo pamc. Smether dhe
